AWARD 


An industrial dispute having arisen between the workmen and the management of 
Ms Jayess Industries, N.I.T. Faridabad , the Government of Haryana by means of their . 
gazette notification No. 168 - SFIIT - Lab -66 /254 , dated 26th December , 1966 , and in exercise 
of the powers conferred on them by section 10 (1 )(c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
have referred to this Court for adjudication the matter mentioned below : 

Whether the termination of the services of Shri Gawar Singh was justified or 

in order ? If not, to what relief/ exact compensation he is entitled ? 
Usual notices were issued to the parties and in response thereto the workmen filed 
a statement of their claim and the respondent management filed their written statement 
denying the claim of the workmen and the grounds upon which it was based . It was pleaded 
on behalf of the workmen that the claimant ShriGawar Singh had been serving as a Fitter in the 
respondent concern since 13th July, 1964 , but the respondents refused him work with effect 
from 30th August, 1966. It was pleaded that the refusal of the management to give work to 
the claimantamounted to a termination of his services by the management and this termination 
was illegal, unjustified and against the principles of natural justice . 

The management raised a preliminary objection to the effect that as the services 
of the claimant had never been terminated by them nor he had been discharged , dismissed 
or retrenched from service , the present reference is premature and invalid in law . On merits 
it was admitted that Shri Gawar Singh had joined their service on 13th July , 1964 , but it was 
pleaded that he absented himself with effect from 12th August, 1966. without leave or 
permission and had sought gainful employment in another factory in Faridabad known as 
M /s Amrican Universal Factory . It was pleaded that his absence was willful and intentional 
and put themanagement in production and financial loss. It was stated that the management 
are still prepared to take him back if he resumes duty . 

The case came up for hearing before this Court to -day, when issues were to be framed . 
At today s hearing, Shri Jaswant Singh, proprietor of the respondent concern, further clarified 
the position and made the following statement on solemn affirmation : 

“ Shri Gawar Singh , Claimant, is still on over rolls . We have not terminated his 

services nor we have struck off his name from our rolls . We request the 
Court to ask him to resume duty . He has been absent without leave 

permission .” 

Shri Gawar Singh , claimant, also made a statement before this Court today . This 
statement is as follows : 

“ It is incorrect that I am absent from duty without leave or without permission . 

I have been going to the management but they do not give me duty . I am 

still prepared to go to the respondents to resume duty ." 

The position thus is that according to the management the claimant Shri Gawar 
Singh is still borne on their strength and he can resume duty if so he likes. They have not 
struck off his name from their rolls so far. The management s version is that the claimant 


or 
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is absent of his own accord without leave or permission . The claimant s version is that he is 
going to the management for duty and they are not giving him duty. As the relation ship 
of master and servant is still in existence and the services of the claimant have not been terminat 
ed according to the management, the question of deciding the justifiability or otherwise of 
the termination of services of the claimant by the management does not arise. The only 
question is whether the claimant is entitled to wages for the period for which according to the 
management he has been absent from duty and according to the claimant he has been reporting 
for duty to the management. This question of wages can be decided in an application for 
wages made by the applicant to a competent authority . Realising this position , Shri Roshan 
Lal, authorised representative of the workmen , made, the following statement: 

" In view of the position taken up by the management that the claimant ShriGawar 

Singh is still their employee and they have not terminated his services, 

I withdraw the claim on which the present reference is based . We will 
Mput an application for the wages of the claimant to the proper authority 

for the period for which he has not been given duty ." 
As the claim upon which the present reference is based has been withdrawn by the 
workmen in view of the position taken up by the management, the present reference becomes 
infructuous and question of giving an adjudication on the point covered by it does not arise . 
I award accordingly . 

The parties will bear their own costs of these proceedings.
